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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-10 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method for performing OTDR (a term of art meaning Optical Time domain 
Reflectometer, see page 1 of applicant's specification) measurement in an optical transmission system, 
wherein the method comprises, beyond the OTDR measurement itself, having the OTDR signal light that 
is transmitted from one end of the device to the other Raman amplified using the main signal light of the 
optical transmission system as pump light, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the above 
claim. 

As to claim 7, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method for performing OTDR measurement in an optical transmission system, wherein 
the method comprises, beyond the OTDR measurement itself, having the OTDR signal light that is 
transmitted from one end of the device to the other Raman amplified by using pump light for the main 
signal light of the optical transmission system, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the above 
claim. 

As to claim 9, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a method for performing OTDR measurement in an optical transmission system including 
a first terminal station and a second terminal station, with an erbium doped fiber between the first and 
second terminal stations, where the OTDR signal light is transmitted from an OTDR in the first terminal 
station to the second terminal station, with the OTDR light remote pump amplified and Raman amplified 
using pump light for remote pump amplification that is transmitted from the first terminal station, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the above claim.
